1. At PREGNANT* s 30 July 1947 meeting with CA2ISADF, he told i 

CAMISADE he woold deliver some written material to him on 1 August : v 
which CAMISADE could deliver to his American contact, the myth^a)k r 
Mr, WEBB, Acting on the possibility the material might prove Vv > " i 
teresting enough for a special meeting between CAMISADE and his , \ p 

U.S. case officer, his case officer made arrangements with him to 
take a call at 0800 hours, 2 August, in an apothecary's shop v 
neighboring on his lodgings. As CAkISADE went into the shop Just 
before 0800 a young man was standing in front of CAMISADE* s house y v * 

he walked by CAMISADE as CAMISADE knocked on the shop door; and 
when CAMISADE came out of the shop the young man had again taken 
up a position in front of his house. CAMISADE remained in his 
house until 1045, and noted on leaving that the supposed watcher 
was still before the house. CAMISADE 1 s landlord later told him ‘ { 

the young man left five minutes after CAMISADE. . ,‘:f \l 



2. The second episode contributing to CAKISADE’s uneasiness 
Involved, primarily, his subsource for SNB information: Fraule^tn , 
Ursula KAHNKE, Berlin Weiss ensee, Hunsrdckstrasse 31, a teletyp- 
ist employed by SNB. On Saturday, 9 August, in his weekly meet- 
ing with HIEGNANT, CAMISADE told PREGNANT that he had been re- 
quested to obtain an organizational plan of SNB by Mr. WEBB. 
PREGNANT had approved his giving WEBB such a plan, but as usual 
told CAKISADE he must procure the plan for WEBB on his own. 

CAMISADE said he would try. Saturday afternoon, a few hours after 
this interview, Frl KAHNKE was called into the office of KOLTIPIN, 
Chief of SNB, where she was confronted by KOLTIPIN, SOLUS (appar- 
ently the acting deputy chief of SNB (cf MGB-4559/BSC-822)), 
ROSSNSTECHEU (Chief of Communications, SNB, and KAHNKE 1 s superior), 
and an unknown Russian officer. The latter KAHNKE described as 
the ,f pugilistic type" (he definitely did not fit PREGNANT* s de* . 
scription). KAHNKE was asked if anyone had asked her recently for 
cxn organizational plan of SNB. She replied in the negative, 
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and broke into hysterical tears. She was berated ■ ^ ' 

the theme being that although she had worked for SUBt fib* tud * 
years she was still not trusted. In the end, howeVerv t*>ey told 
XAHNKF they believed her protestations.

It has gradually become 
apparent to her, he says, that he has some ulterior motive 
in collecting information pn SUB; and he finally admitted 
to her some time ago that he was an agent of U*S. Intelligence * 
It may be noted in passing that since learning of CAUISADB v s 
American connections, KAHKKB's motives of love have been 
adulterated by two requests through CAUISADB for some material . 
recognition from the Americans of her services* As noted 
above, these alarums and excursions are not presently taken 
too s erio usly by this office, but, admittedly, the activities 
of BREOBR, believed to be another of PREGNANT'S agents, does 
add weight to CAMISADB's suspicions* 



8* An unexpected development took place on Saturday, 6 Sep- 
tember* the customary meeting day for CAmISADF and his Russian 
case officer* Neither PREGNANT nor his temporary substitute, 

I'aJ ANTONOV (of BSC/Ops/138 ) , appeared for the meeting* PREGNANT v s 
Interpreter appeared in their stead, and said that 1'aj ANTONOV was 
sick. Re also said that PREGNANT, who is supposedly away from Ber- 
lin for two months, will be in Berlin ftroo time to time and will 
^ry to visit CAUISADB when he does* CAMSADE told the interpreter 
that Ur* WEBB would be away for three to four weeks, a nd t hey dis- 
cussed briefly possible arrangements for a meeting of WEBB with a 
Russian officer when he returns. CAUISADB then, somewhat to his 
rn surprise, launched into a diatribe about the way he has re- 
Ter tly been treated. One of the things irking him, he told the 
Interpreter, is that PREGNANT and ANTONOV have not kept their 
promises about the food they have regularly promised him. He said 
ho had received nothing at all from them i n the past two 
norths, while during his short association with WEBB he has re- 
vived more from the Americans than in the entire two years he 
•v,* been working for PREGNANT. The other thing troubling him, he 
was the way he had recently been under surveillance* He 
:■ 5 the interpreter he attributed this surveillance to his asso- 
rt Lion with the Amer ican, WEBB, and reminded the interpreter that 
i.- acquaintance with WEBB had been maintained only at the direct 
of PREGNANT himself. Why then, he asked, was PREGNANT, or 
< N badgering him with mysterious phone calls and watchers? 

•• ncn the interpreter replied that he was sure CASHSADE was not be- 
matched by anyone’s order, CAUISADB took him to task for try- 
ir> to soothe him with a routine answer. He insisted his dissat- 
is action be conveyed to PREGNANT or ANTONOV, and that he be given 
^ * atlsfactory explanation of the surveillance* 



9. The interpreter left after about an hour, and returned 
ir about two more hours* He asked CAL'ISADE to follow him outside 
ti&s down the street, which CAUISADB did. A short way down the 
street they cane to a parked Opel Cadet, blue, chromium trimmed, 
a chromium radiator grill, and bearing the license number 
. . /CD 3 .IO 34 or KB 31134 (a Berlin number). Inside the car was a tall, 
thin, blond, unfriendly Russian in civilian clothes, who was 
Introduced to CAuISADE as "the fajor". He ungraciously presented 
CAM12ADE with two loaves of bread, one pound of butter, one pound 
r >f sugar, and a large bunch of carrots.
